REPORT OS OFFICER'S DUTIES IN REOARDS TO THE PRESIDENT'S MURDER

On Friday, November 22, 1963, Detectives Senkel and Turner reported to 
work at 9t00 AM, We vore supposed to work vith Chief Lumpkin and ride in 
hia car to work the President's trip to Dallas, We got vith Chief Lumpkin 
in the basenont of the City ITall at approxinately 9:15 AM. Chief Lumpkin 
had a U. S. Army Major vith him that vould ride in the car vith ue. All 
four of us drove to Love Field in Chief Lumpkin's car. The chief was driving 
We drove to Love Field and to the area vhere the President vould arrive. 

A Secret Service man met us at Love Field, ^e rode in Chief Lumpkin' s car . 
vith us out in front of the motorcade. Ve stayed in this area until the 
President arrived at approximately IliiiO AM. Wo vere to he the pilot ear 
in this motorcade. After all the planes vere on the ground, ve drove to the 
outer pate at the parking lot near Cedar Springs and awaited word from Chief 
Curry in his car when they vere about to pull out in the motorcade. We wore 
on Channel 2 and vere talking car-to-car as vere all units involved in work- 
ing the mtorcade route. At approximately 11:50 AM, ve received word from 
Chief Curiy that they were ready to leave. We travelod the motorcade route 
and drove approximately 1 mile sin front of tho motorcade. We kept track of 
the location and speed of the motorcade hy radio contact vith Chief Curry. 

We vore checking for any obstruction, or circumstance, that might impede the 
motorcade. The first time I oav the motorcade was after it turned on Main 



they turned on Main off Parvood, ve vere at approximately Main and Griffin. 
When ve turned on Houston off Main, the motorcade was at approximately Main 
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and Akard. Vo turned on Elm and then onto the Stcnmons Expressway. X do 
not recall noticing anyone in the windows of the Texas School Poole Deposi- 
tory Puildlng os wo went by it. Vo drove on out Storaons and were near 
Oak Lawn when we heard on the Police radio, -Tell Parkland to stand by". 

Then wo heard Dallas one, which would he Sheriff Decker eat on the radio 
and notify our dispatcher to notify all of his personnel to get over by the 
overpass on Elm Street and seal off the area until investigators could get 
there. Someone pot hack on the radio and said, "Notify Parkland to stand 
by, T think he had been hit." Ve were on the service rood of Star- mone, 
near Oak Lawn when the Presidents csr came by us on the way to Parkland. 

Ve followed the car to Parkland and helped with, the situation until they 
pot then carried into the hospital. I never did go in the hospital. In 
a couple of minutes Chief Lumpkin, Pot. Sonkel, the Army Major, and X 
proceeded to the location of the offense at Elm and Houston, arriving at 
approximately 12 iS! W. Chief Lumpkin advised to search a caboose of a 
freight car that was parked just behind the Lone Star School Book Depoal- 
tory Building. I looked through this oar, apparently Chief Lumrkin and 
Penkol had gone in the building. I went in the first floor of the building. 
I talked shortly with a hr. 0. V. Campbell, the man in charge, and with 
B. P. Truly, warehouse superintendent, and with a Joe Volina who worked 
there. They were all of the opinion that the ahots came from west of their 
building. They said they heard 3 e v ots at approximately 10-socond inter- 
vals. Alien Sweat of the Sheriff's office came up and stated they had Just 
cent a vitnesa over to the Sheriff's office who might be able to give • 
description of the suspect. I vent over to the Sheriff's office, where they 
had several witnesses in ths Sheriff's office. Deputy Lum Lewis and 
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Ira Trantham of the Burglary an! Theft Burea, Balia. Police PeparUent, »er. 
Interviewing the vita.".'. ». Borrel. of the Secret Service was aleo talk- 
ing with these witnesses. Affidavits vere taken from these vltnceeas by 
various secretaries and court reporters iron the County. I talked to the 
following listed vitnosses, Carlos F. Brehn, v/n, 1619 King. Highway, 

VH 2-6393. He did not see suspect, or know where shots cane fron, was with 
hie kid standing on Elm, west of Houston, saw sorting happen to the . 
President. Also talked to Arnold Louie Howland, v/m, and Barbara Valker 
P.ovland, v/f, both of 3026 Kamnerly. Have affidavits fron then. Also inter- 
viewed Ronald B. Fischer, v/s/, LOOT Flamingo Brive, Besquite, BP. 9^950. and 
Pohort E. Edwards, v/m, 821 South Sursery, Irving. Va have affidavits fr® 
then. On Konday, November 2?, 1963, Retentive Potts and I took a mug shot 
of Oswald and showed it to witness Flschsr. Fs states he could not ssy 
definitely, hut the photo of Oswald looked like the nan he saw in the window 
less than « ninu'e before the President's car arrived. I also interviewed at 
the Sheriffs office, John Arthur Chism, c/b, and Karvin Faye Chism, c/f, of 
LS02 Underwood. V. have affidavits from then, also Jean Kevnan v/f, 3931 
Clover Lane, FL 2-L222, have affidavit from her, also Julia Ann Forcer, v/f, 
5200 Belr-ont, Apt. 208, wo have affidavit from her. V.>lle at the Sheriff's 
office, I heard about Officer J. D. Tiopit petting shot. Deputy Valthars 
told ms some of the details. Sheriff Becker told Be about then having 
Oswald arrested for .hooting Tippit, end said Capt. Frits had notified him 
that the suspect also worked at the Texas School Book Depository. I wont 
over across the street to the building, hunting my partner. Detective Senkel. 
I went through the building and couldn't find bin. Lt. Kaminski of the 
Special Service Bureau turned over . coat to me that had been turned in to 
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Ma by a James Clark I* Rue. Ro found this coot on Industrial. As of thl. 
tine, it has no part in the ease. It va. placed in the Property Rooa by « 
in Hr. La Rue's nan* a» found property. I vent back to the Sheriff s and 
called Lt. Veils at our office. >'e advisod me to come to the office. I 
caurht a ride to the office vith an accident investigator. Upon arriving 
at the office. Lt. Baker va. hunting . Justice of the Peace to get a coarch 
varrant. X told Mia of seeing Judge Dave Johnson at the Sheriff office. 

Re „t no. along vith Retentive H. *. Koore to get «* varrant and go to 
1026 Rorth Becklay whore Oswald had a room rented in another name. think 
the name vas 0. H. Lee. Vo vent to the Sheriffs office, vher. ve picked up 
Jodre Pave Johnson and Assistant ^rlct Attorney. Bill Alexander. Judge 
Johnson gave me the Search Varrant *29?. vhich he had made out. All four 
of us drove to 1026 Horth Fackley, arriving et approximately l«l»5 to ?t00 PK 
vhero ve mat Betectives fcnkel and Potts and Lt. Cunningham. They vere 
already at the location. V. recovered the folloving listed property at thl. 
location on the varrant and brought it to the station. Boom 317. Among the 
property recoverod vaa a City of Bellas map that vas marked at several loca- 
tions. among them Being the comer of Bln and Houston, . le.ther gun holster, 
numerous letters vith Lee Harvey Oswald's name on thorn, several books, and 
pnnnh.lots, end personal papers. (See attached list for complete list) Later 
in the evening on Rovenher 22, 1963. 1 book an affidavit from Linnie Kae 
Randle, v/f/30. She i. the sister of the boy Oswald rode to vork vith and 
tw him carry the package and place it in tie car on Friday morning, November 
22 1063. On or about Revember ?3, 1963. X received Information by telephm. 
from an unknown caller vho stated the Paccar, 1963 1— of — s and Arnmunl-’ 
tion" has an exact picture of the gun like found at the scone, camlet, vith 
KO pe.

This information 
vas passed on to Cspt. Fritz, Who stated he already had that Information. 

On Sunday, November 2b, 1563, T hoard shout the incident in the City 
Hall basement shortly after noon. I came on to the City Hell. I talked 
to It. Smart and It. Swain and helped them go through property they hade 
recovered from Jack Duty's car. Wo made a complete Hat of this property, 
which has been typed up. Then It. Swain, SenVel, and 1 placed it in the 
Property Hoorn.

Hews called this office stating that he had an anonymous phone call that 
stated they thought Oswald had the rifle sighted In on Thursday, November 21, 
1963, at a gun shop at 211 or 212 Irving Boulovard. We ohecked and found an 
Irvine Sport Shop at 221 East Irvine Boulevard, SL 3-5309. A Woodrow Greener, 
HI 2—81,93, owns this chop and has a man namod Dial 0. Bydor, 2028 Harvard, 
Irving, HI 3-b876, working for him. He states that he and Hyder have talked 
about this and have seen photos of Oswald and photos of the gun In the paper 
and neither con remenber doing any work for this man. or any work on this gun. 
He will check hie files for names and call beck if he finds anything. He 
states that another reason that both of thorn think that they never worked on 
this gun is that in the phototh* screws that hold tho clamp that holds the 
scope on the rifle look like they are on top of tho gun, and he thinks that 
neither of them ever saw a gun with a scope mounted with these screws on top. 

On November 28, 1963, I talked to Hr. Greener again. He states that they 
found a work ticket back in th. rear of tho shop. This ticket has no date on 
it, but the beat they can figure out this work probably came in November 1»

Pore Sighting, $1.50. Kr. Greener states that he has orders fron a Kr. Horten 
' of the t, B. 1. to hold on to this ticket and not let it out. This ticket wo. 

' written up In pencil by Kr. Ryder who works for Kr. Oroener . This was Konday, , 
Hovesfcsr 25, when Kr. Horton of the F. B. I. «rot contacted then. 

This phrase "drill and tap" ea used by a gun cnlih scans to drill a hole 
and using a tap to put threads in to attach a scope nount. They charge $1.50 
a hole to bore those holes, this would nean that the rant on this scope would 
have throe screws in it. The phrase "bore sights" Beans to attach a spud to 
the barrel of the rifle and then using a W align tool they will attach 
this spud to this tool and align the cross hairs. Kr. Greener states that 
most hunting for scopes have to »» 1 j screws, states there are only two or three, 
the fpringfield 0 3 AK and the British 303 that use 3 screws in the nount. He 
states that they do not sell the wwnitten that would fit the 6.5 calibre Italian 
gun. He is going to cheek hia cadh register tapes tomorrow and ace if he can 
deWne when sp^cccinately this order was ricked up by the *.00 service charg.
